The of social 
sent m these comfortiess abodes ; theré are no affectionate ting in the 
moroiag. no tender valedictions at (be close of the day- it meals are 
partakeo separately; the men and the women, each by thetmseciver; with 
thio difference, that the women wait on the men g theit repast, 
shongh with their cloth drawn over theit faces. During these hours there 
is no notice taken of the females who waitse op their lords, 
xcept when food or water isrequired. Even then, they are never ad- 
dressed in that affectionate language which might soften the asperity of 
their employment; bet in am indirect maoner, with a simple novice that 
more food is required, Or that such en ove is idle, or that it would be ad- 
vantageons to replenish the dish. No entreaties cad orevail on & women 
among the higher classes, to eat in the presence of her husband, even 
when slone with him, How different this state of society to that which 
our immortal! bard has described in the bowers of Paradise! how wide 
coutraat betweeo Eoropean social enjoyment even in affliction. aad the 
cold seclusion of Hiadoo manners at the most festive hour of the day! 


In her own Louse the wife is seldom treated with unreserved confidence 
white every thieg which meets her eyes, the lofty walls sorroendwg the 
boure, the snpail windows, grated to prevent her tharsting her head through 
them, the evident separation of her apartment so as to exeiade the possibilhy 
of intercoarse,—all these things, however natural to ber mind from ter 
having been aceasiomed to nothing else from her childhood, cannot fai! 
to remind ber of the suspicion which parsucs ber cegdec:. Among the 
higher classes, where we might more \iberaliry, we less. 
Women are not vermitted to pay or to receive visi's, and mever leave 
home except for the house of a relative, and even these jonrnies are rare, 
and aitended with mach apxiety. In Kuropean seciety we esteem nali- 
mited confidence between the bosband and the wife one of the greatest 
enjoymeats of the conunbial state, yet essential te the walfare of the 
famiiy avd the education of the children, Bat with the symbols and the 
prectice of this suspicions system constantly before his eyes, how is it pos- 
sible fora nom te grow up With that reverential regard ta bis mother 
which onght te constitute ihe leading emotions of the youthfal mtud? How 
cap be liberate his mind from those andurifai feelings which this jealousy 
most create? Is he not hereby earty initiated inte the radiments of do- 
mestic :yranny, and by bis familiarity with the restraints ander which his 
mother labors, vrepared to practise the same rigor towards the defeace- 
Jeon nae who will be placed at a prematare age under bu own do- 
reinetion 

Of the employment of females at home, it is more difficult to speak ; 
it is however easy to imagine, thet without books, withoat acy usefal 
employment, and without avy relief from visiw, time must hang beavy 
on their bands Thove in the lower waiks of life prepare cow-dane for 
fae! fetch water for all domestic parpases, meke varchbares in the mare 
ket, and in short attead to ali the d of the famiry. To the higher 
citcles where these cares devolve on menials, women pass fistiess, 
wototeresting life, without diversity aad enjoymeat. According

In additiog 
to the nateral attachment waich eodezrs the spot os whith they have 
grown infancy to the shattras teuction the bighest recard of it, 
by d-claring the pisee of one’s nativity ¢agericrto a seatia beavem, and 
by directing the religious devotee, after hetas forsaken the’ world, ang 
reoownced the remembraace of bie relatives, to visit this spot oace after 
takiog bis religions vows. A cousiderabi¢ share of iafineace aad respect 
likewise falls to the lot of families wht thas continue together. 
ced by these ideas, thousands wid eueaily qeit (beir families ic eearch of" 
distant employ mests, prefet the prospret of visiting theit hemes 
year, to the disady: of breaking up'the family compact by the ree 
moval of theie wives and chiidrean to the scene of their employment, 
Thos system bowever occasioas eodless feads aud jealousies among the 
women, and frequently leads to fami'y separation. women are 
habitually quarrelsome, for which the absence of ali emoloyment wovild 
farnieh sufficient reason, if it were mecemary to seek eve beyond their 
cireamstances.

After so many Newspapers have been withdrawn from oir— 
culation within the last two years, from being unable to support.
